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First Impressions-Alvin 3/19, 2 pro-News, Journal 
American- and 5 con- filed on new musical adaptation of 
"Pride and Prejudice" with book by Abe Burrows, music 
and lyrics by Robert Goldman, Glenn Paxton, George Weiss, 
presented by George Gilbert-Edward Spector. Cast headed 
by Hermione Gingold, Polly Bergen, Farley Granger directed 
by Burrows drew individually mixed notices, while sets by 
Peter Larkin and costumes by Alvin Colt were lauded by all. 
Chapman, News, in a mild affirmative report picked the two 
designers as the stars of the show, all of which was nice 
even though he didn't think Gingold was funny. Critic wish- 
ed score was by Lerner and Loewe. McClain, Journal Am- 
erican, enjoyed the highly decorative, mostly amusing, taste- 
ful show, He thought Burrows kept the flavor of the Austin 
piece, but thought Granger stiff. Negative voters mainly 
disagreed charging Burrows with neither keeping in tempo 
with the original or creating a style of his own and many 
had harsh views on miscasting. A mongrel drama with 
Austin undermined by being unable to conform to the stereo- 
types of Broadway showmanship , by Gingold's overacting, 
by music lacking individuality, panned Atkinson, Times who 
only thought dancing of James Mitchell had proper grace 
and daintliness, Quite dreary, concluded Kerr, Herald 
Tribune. Miscasting by Burrows who did better job on the 
book than the direction, stated Coleman, Mirror, Watts, 
Post, also applauded understanding libretto and some en- 
gaging songs, but feared Gingold's brashness ruined show, 
even though first night audience loved it. Aston, World Tele- 
gram Sun, doubted if proceedings came up to ability of Bur- 
rows, Journal American audience poll rated it 3 pro, 0 con, 


Masquerade-Golden- 3/16 -3/16. 7 cons filed on new 
Sigmund Miller play which closed after its first and only 
performance, Richard Krakeuer-Louis d'Almeida product- 
ion with Donald Cook, Glenda Farrell, Cloris Leachman was 
originally titled "Lovely Star, Goodnight" during its pre - 
Broadway run. Jed Horner was listed as director, though 
he issued statement prior to opening that he had joined play 
only a few days before opening , replacing Warren Enters, 
and did not want credit. Reviews blamed script for failing 
to make interesting a good idea though most okayed cast 
for good try. Mildest was Watts, Post, who found third act 
interestingly dramatically, Atkinson, Times, panned first 
half social chatter as unendurable, and second half dramatic 
psycho-analysis crushing. Kerr, Herald Tribune, thought 
best item was Cook's expectancy of comedy fun, Chapman, 
News, rated it as a piece of Kraft-Ebing cheese, Coleman, 
Mirror, billed show's major virtue as brevity. Aston, WTS, 
found it season's most acute bore. McClain, Journal Am- 
erican, wonders why the fiasco was allowed to reach town, 
Journal American audience poll voted 5 pro,1 con,

Such items as 
annoying creaking seats could thus be reported swiftly. Howl- 
ing drafts might be stopped if those who suffered from them 
noted their seat numbers in their memos, Other worthy sub- 
jects would be reporting seat numbers that view West End 
musicals through the strings of the harp in the orchestra, or 
advising of curious sightlines, creaking floor-boards or chat- 
tering programme girls. 


Actors quility of unprofessional behaviour on stage 
could also be the subject of audience comment, trade paper 
editorial continues, This includes those who have the aud- 
acity to share private jokes with their colleagues on stage 
during a performance and those who decide to walk-through 
their parts at a matinee which is not particularly well attended, 
Actors should be told if they cannot be heard from certain seats, 
Naked electric bulbs or vases of flowers that mask the actors 
should also be reported, One would expect a producer to attend 
to such matters during rehearsal, but it is not always the case.

Theatre news grabbed four headline Page One stories in 
the past week in the NYC press competing against near summit 
meetings, atom bomb tests, state tax programs, It is interesting 
to note that in the same time period films and TV did not get a 
single Page One item, Thus even without an over-all industry 
promotion , which the other two entertainment industries have 
and spend millions on, theatre is important and is news, With 
the proper public relations programs and goals for the legit 
theatre it is more than possible that the invalid may be cured, 


A new aspect of togetherness is the direct result of the 
successful and painless switch to the 2 PM midweek matinee 
curtain, Though the NYC Traffic Commissioner frankly ad- 
mitted that the change had slight effect on midtown traffic , 
the bartenders in the city suburban railroad stations noted a 
slight increase in matrons having time for an extra drink be- 
fore joining their husbands for the ride home to the suburbs.

The civilized French have added an innovation to theatre 
going that has positively no change of being tested in NYC, but 
is still pleasant to think about, The producers of Paris' new hit 
The Possessed provide free dinner to patrons of the 3 1/2 hour 
adaptation of the Doestoevski novel by Albert Camus.
